Atlantic City. N. J.. Oct. 30.— The to- 
tai number of (lead 
in the appalling 
wit* 
( *' the 
electric train 
which, 
loaded w; Ii , a: ,eagers, plunged into 
the waterway separating this city from 
the mainland, is now placed at fifty- 
three. Of these forty-nine bodies have 
been identified, two bodies remain un­ 
claimed 
in the temporary 
m ortuary 
and two people 
are known 
to have 
been drowned, but their bodies have 
not as yet been recovered. 
A special car containing the bodies 
of the Philadelphia victims has left 
for that city. 
The day has been one of unceasing 
activity, of gruesome scenes and pa­ 
thetic incide nts. W recking crews with 
derricks succeeded in bringing one of 
the two submerged cars to the surface 
and divers, working in relays, brought 
up bodies 
until their task 
was com­ 
pleted and they reported that no more 
I dead remained either inside tho sec­ 
ond car or anywhere in the vicinity. 
Interest now centers in the work of 
I the coroner's jury, who made a careful 
j inspection of the scene of the wreck 


I and the drawbridge at which the train 
I left the rails. 
The jury sworn in by 
j Comme!* (la. kill met at IO o’clock and 
, accompanied by the coroner, Prosecut­ 
ing Attorney 
Abbott, City 
Solicitor 
Wooten and several other city officials, 
proceeded to tho scene of the tragedy. 
I At Hie bridge 
they 
were joined 
by 
■ Mayor S t o r y 
and W . W . 
Atterbury, 


I general manager of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
After tl»e 
forward ear of 
the two 
submerged coaches had been hoisted 
to (lie surface and tile divers who had 
been at work on the wreckage all day 
had made a final 
examination of the 
second car without finding any more 
bodies, Mr. Atterbury, who with sev­ 
eral of his assistants had been on the 
scene ever since tile wreck, expressed 
bis belief 
that the total 
number of 
dead would not exceed fifty-three. 


Others M ay Have Been Killed. 


“ There is a bare possibility that one 
or two others may have been killed,’’ 
he said, “ but I feel confident the num­ 
ber of victim s 
will 
remain 
at fifty- 
three. 
“ I cannot believe that any of the un­ 
fortunates were carried out to sea by 
the ebbing tide.” 
On returning from the drawbridge 
Mr. Atterbury discussed the accident 
freely, hut 
when asked 
to give 
bis 
theory as to the 
cause of it, 
he re­ 
plied that it still is a mystery to bim. 
"I still believe,” he declared, “ that 
there was something wrong with the 
rails of the bridge. 
I ain inclined to 
think 
that the 
cause will 
be ascer­ 
tained 
when 
the first 
coach is 
ex­ 
amined.” 
Mr, Atterbury 
himself showed 
the 
Jurors how the bridge is operated and 
explained 
in detail the 
manner of 
opening end closing the draw. 
On their return to this city tho jury 
decided to hold the first session of tho 
Inquiry Thursday. 
Although reasonably certain that the 
narrow w aterw ay into which the elec­ 
tric train fell had been relieved of all 
Its dead, the divers

Nevada Opened. 


Thorne, Nev., 
Oct. 30.—W ith 
the 
firing of a mighty 
blast of dynamite 
from the top of Grant peak, tile high­ 
est point In the adjacent mountains, 
the W alker Lake 
Indian reservation 
Was opened at noon. 
At the given sig­ 
nal hundreds 
of searchers 
for gold 
hurried belter skelte r over the boun­ 
dary lines of plains and mountain and 
before the great cloud of smoke which 
rose into the air from the dynamite 
explosion had drifted away a spectacu­ 
lar race of automobiles, race horses 
and vehicles 
was on. 
So great was 
the ric h across tho 
desert from the 
line nearest Hawthorne that a number 
of 
persons narrow ly 
escaped being 
trampled 
over and 
in numerous 
in­ 
stances injuries were reported. 
Horses 
were 
ridden until 
they 
dropped and men recounted their ill 
fortune when their 
automobiles be­ 
came Stalled in the deep sands. Jaded 
and overcome by thirst, numbers of 
prospectors barely summoned enough 
strength tit make their locations. 
Those who had waited for the signal 
from the top 
of Mount Grant 
before 
rushing 
into 
the reservation 
found 
that all the most valuable claims in 
the vicinity of the Rich. Dutchman's, 
Cottonwo< d 
and 
numerous 
other 
creaks emptying into tho southwestern 
section of W alk er lake had been taken 
up 
by men who 
bad rushed 
in Hie 
night before, contrary to law. 
Even 
men who employed launches to take 
them across 
W a lk e r lake 
from the 
eastern side 
found that their 
effors 
were of no avail, as they were much 
too late to be on equal footing with 
the men who had disregarded the law. 
The opening of the reservation was 
not as imposing as it promised to lie 
on account of the fact that countless 
numl erg of miners bad flocked into it 
during tile night and early morn'n 
completely overwhelming tile Indian 
police, of \\*iom there were hut four­ 
teen to guard seventy-five miles of ter­ 
ritory.

Ft. Petersburg, 
Oct. 3 0 .— Emperor 
Nicholas’ ukase granting full religious 
freedom to the sect known as the “ Old 
Believers,” who number several m il­ 
lions and 
who constitute 
the most 
prosperous and 
industrious class o* 
Russia, did not roach the capital from 
Petering until 3 o’clock a. rn. 
It was 
Immediately 
hurried 
to Hie 
senate 
printing office for publication in the 
Official Gazette. 
The ukase contains statutes for the 
complete religious liberty of the “ Old 
Believers” and permits the practice of 
the cult not only by the “ Old Believ­ 
ers,” but bv all dissenters, with the 
exception of one' minor sect. 
It Is es­ 
timated that tile ukase thus affects 
the religious worship of 1 2 ,000,000 of 
the emperor’s a lbjects. 
It constitutes 
a reform that is intended to take its 
place with the proclamation of politi­ 
cal rights of a year ago. 
The preai .Mo of tho ukase sots forth 
Its aim to be the development and tho 
carrying out of the general proclama­ 
tion 
of religious tolerance 
of April, 
1905, and declares the ukase Is covered 
by Article bs of tho fundamental laws 
of the empire, which imposes approval 
by parliament.

precincts. . 
I lie speeches delivered and the re o 
Int ions passed at the groat mass meet­ 
ing held in the university here, which 
lasted from noon until 7 o’clock, were 
so openly revolutionary and incendiary 
that the finembers of the faculty were 
unable to Ignore this open defiance of 
the adm inistration’s ultimatum, to the 
enforcement of which they are pledged. 
The 
closing of 
the university 
at 
Kazan was accompanied by the procla­ 
mation of a condition 
of “ extraordi­ 
nary security” in the city and suburbs 
in order lo enntrln the authorities bet­ 
ter to cope with the anticipated after 
math of disorder.

those permitted to exchange their com­ 
modities for the t ransfiortatic*1 they 
desire or secure. 
If is the aim of the 
law to prevent every sort of favoritism 
and secure absolute equality of treat­ 
ment in all cases. 
“This ruling of the commission in 
no way interferes with or abridges the 
rights of private contracts. 
Newspa­ 
pers and their advertising space may 
be freely exchanged for any species of 
property upon such te rm s as may be 
acceptable to the parties to the tra n s­ 
a c t ’on, hat the facilities of the public 
carrier are not private property, nor 
are they the subject 
of bargain and 
sale like merchandise.
